Ai 
old woodsman of Australia, who used to 
catch snakes for a pastime, says that a 
raw onion braised and applied as soon as 
possible to the wound is a certain cure 
for the bite of all tlie venomous serpents 
of that country, except the death adder, 
which he admits is so poisonous and IIH 
poison is so quick iu actinR, that there la 
no known remedy for it. Tlmt tho onion 
is a specific for the sting of poisonous in- 
sects of all kinds has long been known to 
the writer of this paragraph, who, when 
n boy, invariably carried one on expedi- 
tions with companions against hornets' 
nests, etc. It was found that the appli- 
cation of onion juice would instantly al. 
lay the pain caused by the stings of hor- 
nets, yellow-jackets, wasps, beos, etc.

Another useful precaution in the caso of. 
snake bite is to suck the wound as quick- 
ly and thoroughly as possible. This will 
withdraw the poison before it gets fairly 
to work on the blood. It can he done by 
the victim, if within reach o£ the mouth, 
or by any other person without the slight- 
est risk of danger, except perhaps in caso 
of a sore or rawness in tho mouth, or 
something of that kind. It la also woll 
in case of snake bite to tightly bandage 
the wounded limb a llltlo above the 
wound. This keeps the poison after it 
bas affected the blood from reaching tho 
heart, until restoratives can be applied. 
If nothing else is at hand, whiskey may 
be given in large quantities. If enough 
can be taken to intoxicate Hie victim, the 
effect of the poison will be neutralized, 
though intense ]>ain and groat soicnoss 
are" likely to follow, oven whore a cmo is 
effected.

Many plants, such as agaves (conlury 


plants,) oleanders, large cactuses, etc., 
that have giown too huge lo bo accom- 
modated in the sitting room or eousomv- 
tory, can be successfully wintered in any 
moderately dry, fiosl-proof cellar. Af- 
ter placing these huge plants in the cellar 
it will not be necivisary lo give them any 
water, the object being to keep them dor- 
mant all winter, which can be done by 
keeping the soil as dry as possible, but 
not so dry as to allow the plants lo shrivel 
or become withered. 1,,arg£> plants of the 
kinds mentioned, often form desirable 
ornaments dining Hie summer timo. It 
is impracticable, in most cases, to bring 
them into the house In winter, but they 
can be kepi for years by cellaring lln ough 
the winter as stated. Laige geranium, 
salvia, and helioliope loots, and oven tea 
roses, and carnations, can bo kept mod- 
erately well in the cellar by tienchiiig In 
dry or moderately moisl snnd. Thus 
many choice specimens of these plants 
that we me loth to pull up and throw 
away when winter approaches, can bo 
successfully kept over until Uio next sea- 
son. It is a needless expense lo pur- 
chase a stock of new plants forthogai- 
den every year, when wo can winter 
many of tho old ones In this simple anil 
inexpensive manner. Tho leaves of all 
deciduous plants should ho lomovcd te- 
foro they aic put away in lliii mnnnor. 
The foliage should remain on the oloan- 
dws and carnations through the winter.

self-manager should not allow a drowsy 
feeling of tlio consciousness or weary 
senses, or an exhausted muscular system. 
to beguile him into the folly of going to 
sleep again when onco ho has been arous- 
ed. After a very few days of self-discl- 
pline, the man who resolves not to doze, 
that is, not to allow some sleepy part of 
his body to keep him in bed after his 
brain has onco awakened, will find him- 
seif , withoutknowing why, an early riser.
